terrorists. The mob dragged him

with stones and clubs until he 
fell unconscious in the streets. 


The mob roamed the streets 
for hours, turning over auto- 
| mobiles, stoning Europeans and 
policemen and looting. 


A British armored regiment 
and Gurkha infantrymen pa- 
trolled the city today to prevent 
further clashes but the strike 
appeared to be spreading and 
transportation was at a stand- 
still. Violence that flared today 
was put down though the dem- 
onstrators still controlled a nine- 
mile-square section of the city. 


Symonds, an Army veteran 
who had risked his life many 
times to cover the Korean war 
from the Pusan beachhead al- 
most to the Yalu, had just re- 
turned to Singapore from the 
Bandung Asian-African confer- 
ence when the riots began. 

Eyewitnesses said a police van 
was parked nearby but that no 
attempt was made to , aid 
Symonds when he was attacked. 
Symonds lay unattended in the 
street for half an hour. 

Later two Chinese lads drove 
up in a truck and took him to 
‘the hospital where it was found 
he suffered a fractured skull, 
fractures of his left leg and 
right forearm.

Surplus of Los Angeles 
Reactor May Be 
Sought by City—Pri- 
vate Offer on File.

WASHINGTON, May 13—Pub- 
lic power groups will have a 
chance to bid on surplus energy 
from a Los Angeles atomic re- 
actor as a result.of a preference 
clause written into the new 
atomic act last summer. 


The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion invited proposals by public, 
co-operative or private organiza- 
tions today to purchase heat pro- 
duced in experimental operation 
of the atomic furnace being built 
by North American Aviation, Inc., 
under an AEC contract. 

“As required by the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1954, the AEC 
will give preference and priority 
to public bodies and co-opera- 
tives in contracting for disposal 
of heat energy produced by the 
reactor,” the announcement said. 

Bid From Private Utility. 

The AEC disclosed that it al- 
ready had received a proposal 
from the Southern California 
Edison Co., a privately-owned 
utility, to purchase the heat and 
install, at its own expense, all 
equipment necessary to convert 
the heat to electricity. 

Enough heat will be available 
to generate about 7500 kilowatts 
of electricity, the AEC said. It 
will not be a firm supply—there 
will be no guarantee of the 
amount or continuity of energy 
available. ' 

One public power bidder on 
the energy could well be the 

Department of Water and Power 
of the City of Los Angeles, the 
nation’s biggest municipal power} 
system. The department's gen- 
eral manager and chief engi- 
neer, Samuel B. Morris, testi- 
fied at hearings on the new 
atomic law as chairman of the 
Atomic Power Policy Committee 
of the American Public Power 
Association.

North American is providing 
one-fourth of the $10,000,000 
cost of the reactor, associated 
buildings and related research 
and development.

“In contracting for the dis- 
posal of such energy,” the 
amended law says, “the commis- 
sion shall give preference and 
priority to public bodies and co- 
operatives or to privately-owned 
utilities providing electric util- 
ity services to high-cost areas 
not being served by public 
bodies or co-operatives.” 
Question Over Term ‘Energy.’ 

Special significance is seen in 
the AEC’s statement today that 
the law requires it to give this 
preference in disposing of “heat 
energy.” The act uses only the 
term “energy” and there has 

mn some question as to 
whether the preference applied 
only to actual electricity pro- 
duced at an AEC plant. 
' In this type of reactor, heat 
is carried out of the atomic pile 
‘by a stream of molten sodium.

The Labor party lost control 
of councils in several cities, in- 
cluding Llanidloes, Bolton; York, 
Northampton, Morley, Reading, 
Ipswich, Dudley and Walsall. 

Lord Woolton, Conservative 
party chairman, hailed the re- 
sults as encouraging but warned: 
“It will need sustained hard 
work during the next fortnight 
to secure a worthy victory at 
the general election.” 

Yesterday's elections took 
place in 401 boroughs. There 
were more than 5700 Conserva- 
tive, Laborite, Liberal, Inde 
pendent and Communist candi- 
dates in the field. The elec 
tions were fought mostly on 
local issues. 

Campaigning for the May 26 
contest began warming up as & 
Labor party leader accused the 
United States of interfering. The 
Laborites also denied Conserva- 
tive claims that a Socialist vic- 
tory would put Britain back on 
rationing. 

Woodrow Wyatt, parlilamen- 
tary under secretary of state in 
the last Labor government, told 
a political rally in Sleaford thet 
President Elsenhower agreed to 
top-level Big Three talks with 
Russia only to help the Tories 
win on May 26. 

“President Eisenhower has no 
faith in top-level talks,” Wyatt 
said.

66 PERATION FEELING-OUT” is about to begin. The pur-

Soviets may actually want a relaxation of tensions. 

“Operation feeling-out” is official American policy, approved 
by the National Security Council and President Eisenhower. But 
it should be understood that it is a testing operation and no more. 


With the long-heralded “meet- 
ing at the summit” apparently 
in prospect, a lot of people are 
beginning to think an actual 
settlement of major East-West 
issues may be in sight. No such 
settlement is at all likely—or at 
least no informed official be- 
lieves so. 

What is apparently in prospect 
instead. is a long period of “in- 
tense diplomatic activity,” which 
means that both sides will go on 
for a long time sniffing at each 
other, like suspicious dogs. 


It is no secret that President 
Eisenhower and Secretary Dul- 
les only agreed to this curious 
ceremony as an election present 
to the hard-pressed British con- 
servatives. Both previously be- 
lieved that there should be a 
top level meeting only if “oper- 
ation feeling-out” were a suc- 
cess, and some real area of 
agreement had first been es- 
tablished. 


Procedure Reversed. 

Instead, in order to satisfy the 
supposed hankerings of the Brit- 
ish electorate, the meeting at 
the summit will precede the 
feeling-out process rather than 
the other way round. The meet- 
ing may turn out to be useful, 
but it is nonsense to suppose 
tat a real settlement of major 
issues—above all the German 
issue—could emerge from a few 
days of guarded talk between 
the chiefs of state, 

Indeed, there is very little ex- 
pectation that a real settlement 
is likely to result even when the 
foreign ministers .get down. to 
business. The heart and soul of 
any general agreement would 
be, of course, an agreement on 
Germany — without such an 
agreement the cold war cannot 
possibly end. And there is no 
sign that either Russia or the 
Western Allies are prepared for 
the kind of drastic policy change 
a German settlement would re- 
quire. 

For 10 years, both East and 
West have shared a nightmare 
— that a reunited Germany 
might become allied to the other 
side. The Russians are not like- 
ly to agree to a German settle- 
ment which would leave Ger- 
many in NATO and American 
troops on German soil. The 
United States is equally unlikely 
to accept any settlement which 
would leave Germany ostensibly 
neutralized,

The St. Louis Police Board’s opposition to the 
Martino bill permitting a 95-man increase in the 
department is likely to strike many St. Louisans 
as strange, inconsistent and perhaps even a little 
shortsighted, 

The Board's position seems strange in light 
of the alarming rise in the crime rate. This in- 
crease has substantially outdistanced the average 
gain reported in other large urban areas. It is 
the peg on which State Senator Hilsman of St. 
Louis has hung his demand for a legislative in- 
vestigation of the department, It is the basis for 
the Circuit Court grand jury inquiry into St. 
Louis crime. At the same time the percentage 
of unsolved crime has moved steadily upward. 
Surely these figures alone raise some questions 
about the need for more policemen. 

The Board’s position seems Inconsistent in 
view of its unsuccessful attempt in the Legisla- 
ture two years ago to obtain approval for an 80- 
man increase inthe statutory ceiling of 1915 
officers. At the time Board President I. A. Long 
declared the proposed increase was “essential,” 
adding: “There is a growing need in neighbor- 
hoods for public protection, and we must have 
more men to handle it.” Surely that need still 
exists, perhaps even in greater degree. 

The Board’s position seems somewhat short- 
sighted considering that the Legislature will have 
no regular session in the next 19 months. If more 
men are needed in that period a special session 
will be necessary before the question can even 
be considered. Surely the Board ought not to 
foreclose the future. 

Money is at the root of the Board’s opposi- 
tion, as it seems to be of the City Administra- 
tion’s. Mr. Long in speaking against the Martinc 
bill declared that there was a limit to the amount 
of money the city could spend for police protec- 
tion. Ninety-five men would cost some $400,000 
a year. That is less than five per cent of the 
annual return from the earnings tax; it also rep- 
resents less than 3 cents in the property tax rate. 

Two years ago when St. Louis was extremely 
hard-pressed financially Mr. Long's view, while 
properly sympathetic to the city’s plight, was 
that: “Nothing would be more expensive to the 
city in the long run than an inadequate police 
department.” 

The Board’s current concern for manpower 
economy and the state of the municipal budget 
is commendable. It also ought to demonstrate to 
St. Louisans in the Missouri Senate that the 
Board would not abuse its authority under the 
House-approved Martino bill to hire additional 
police officers. 

That being the case, the St. Louis Senators 
ought to force favorable action on the measure, 
thus granting a reluctant Police Board a power 
it may very well need. 
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Be It Ever So Homely 


It’s a great day for us plain-looking people.

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Time to End the City Dump 


Most St. Louisans will remember that infa- 
mous local institution, the ashpit. The ashpit’s 
unsanitary day as a breeding place for rats began 
to end with city-wide rubbish collection. That 
was a beginning in the job of keeping St. Louis 
clean. The next step is Proposition 14 of the 
May 26 bond issue. 

This proposition would provide: $2,400,000 to 
improve garbage and rubbish disposal. It con- 
tains funds for a new garbage-grinding plant 
and facilities to handle trucks and other equip- 
ment. But most of the money is intended to 
buiJd a rubbish incinerator on the city’s north 
side. The south side has an incinerator, but resi- 
dents in the north still*depend on smoky land- 
fills for trash disposal. And the city is running 
out of land for these oversize ashpits. 

One look at the unsightly landfill at the foot 
of East Adelaide avenue would convince most 
voters that Proposition 14 is a necessity. The 
ashpit is vanishing; the city dump should go. 
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Russia Yields on Austria 

“The Austrian treaty will be signed on Sun- 
day,” American Ambassador Llewellyn Thompson 
announced as he left the Big Four session in 
Vienna. This was quickly confirmed by Austrian 
Foreign Mjnister Leopold Figl. And in due 
course a joint communique was issued, declaring 
that unanimous agreement had been reached on 
a pact “for the re-establishment of an independ- 
ent and democratic Austria.” Thus what Austrian 
Chancellor Raab promised a month ago, after his 
visit to Moscow, has become a reality. 

All things considered, the negotiations with 
the Russians—who had been blocking a treaty 
for years—ran with an amazing smoothness. Two 
or three times it seemed that they were starting 
one of their made-in-Moscow stalls; for example, 
in connection with the repatriation of Iron Cur- 
tain refugees. But it took only a phone call to 
the Kremlin for the Soviet Ambassador to get 
permission to.go along with the Allied view. 

The last and what looked like the most serious 
of these differences was in connection with Aus- 
trian assets seized by the Russians after the 
war. Chancellor Raab had been given what to 
him were satisfactory terms in this connection 
while in Moscow.

And the West also is en- 
titled to point out that this liberation would have 
come years earlier had the Russians agreed. Just 
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now the Kremlin is getting quite a bit of praise 
in Europe for “breaking the ice” with the Aus-

In any listing of the most important bills intro- 
duced at Jefferson City this session, that to mod- 
ernize and improve Missouri's inadequate and 
archaic probation and parole system would take 
a high place. 
_ A joint Senate-House resolution asked the help 
of the National Probation and Parole Association 

‘in preparing the legislation. Hugh Reed, director 
of the Chicago office of the association, and two 
staff members went to Jefferson City and worked 
with sponsors in the development of a sound bill. 
When introduced, the bill bore the indorsement 
of one Republican, Jones of Clayton, and two 
Democrats, Zimbalist of University City and De- 
Coster of Canton. The House passed it five weeks 
later by the resounding vote of 113 to 5. 


That was April 26. Now the bill is. beginning 
to languish in the Senate Committee on Correc- 
tional Institutions. Already it looks as if the in- 
tent may bé to bury the bill there notwithstand- 
ing its splendid record in the House. — 


The 12 Senators who make up this committee 
are in a position to say whether this urgent bill 
will even go from the committee to the Senate 
floor for a vote. Undoubtedly their constituents 
will be interested in knowing who they are.

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To Be Enforced 


If the anti-trust laws are not going to be en- 
forced, they should be stricken from the books. 
If they are going to stay on the books, they 
ought to be enforced. 

On this principle, the vigor recently shown by 
the Department of Justice anti-trust division de- 
serves to be welcomed. Within one week, the 
division filed a civil suit against the Conrad Hil- 
ton hotel chain, announced similar action will be 
taken if necessary to block a merger of Bethle- 
hem Steel with Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
Company, and set in motion discussions with 
publishers on advertising agency discounts. 

The merits of each one of these actions must 
be determined in its individual context. Not every 
anti-trust action is well founded; it is up to the 
courts to determine which are sound. A good 
Department of Justice will avoid frivolous prose- 
cutions and avoid harassment by irresponsible 
or unnecessary lawsuits. But it will also make 
very plain that the anti-trust laws will be firmly 
enforced until or unless Congress repeals them. 
And it will grant immunity to no industry, in- 
cluding the commercial operations of newspapers.

We Are Paying for Expressways

Highway engineer estimates expressways would save St. Louisans 
$80 a year each in transportation costs; savings alone would pay 

for cost of three proposed routes in six years—if we had them; 
| in effect we now pay for expressways but do not have them, 


From an Address to Service Clubs by Myer Ableman, Urban Engineer 
of the Missouri State Highway Department 


We are paying for expressways. We 
are paying for them and yet we are not 
getting the benefit of their use. What 
we are doing is throwing the money 
down the drain just as certainly as 
water from a leaky faucet. There are 
two differences, however: 


1. That probably a leaky faucet would 
cost us individually about three or four 
dollars a year against an average of $80 
a year for expressways which we do 
not have. 

2. We at least have the water avail- 
able from a leaky faucet whereas we do 
not have the ex- 
pressways available 
even though we are 
paying for them. 

Professor R. A. 
Moyer, who is con- 
nected with the 
transportation 
school of the Uni- 
versity of California 
and is a member of 
the executive com- 
mittee of the High- 
way Research Board, 
has made an €x- 
haustive study of 
the difference in 
cost between driv- 
ing on major city streets and on urban 
freeways. 


Cost-Per-Mile Savings 


Professor Moyer found three ways in 
which vehicle owners could save by 
driving on freeways instead of streets: 

1. Actual operational saving in fuel, 
tire wear and brake wear. 

2. Accident prevention. 

3. Savings in time. 

Professor Moyer made a survey of the 
difference in operational cost of vehicles 
between the Arroyo-Seco freeway and 
Wilshire boulevard, a major street, both 
in Los Angeles. He found that the 
average fuel consumption on Wilshire 
was 9.4 miles per gallon, whereas the 
freeway had an average of 19.0 miles 
per gallon. Thus for every 19 miles, 
the street used a little over one gallon 
of gasoline more than the freeway. 

With gas at 25 cents per gallon, this 
amounts to a cent and a quarter per 
mile. If brakes and tire wear were 
added, this saving would be even higher. 

Professor Moyer also compared the 
number of accidents on major city 
streets with urban freeways. He em- 
phasized that urban freeways are much 
safer than the long rural freeways, be- 
cause of the monotonous driving and 
higher speeds on the latter. He found 
that the accident severity on the urban 
freeway was one-fourth to one-fifth as 
high as jit is on the average street. 


St. Louis’s High Insurance 


Through an estimate of the average 
miles driven on major streets and pro- 
posed freeways, he found that approxi- 
mately another one and a quarter cents 
per mile could be saved on that mileage 
which would be driven on the freeways. 
This makes a total of two and one-half 
cents per mile of actual cash saving for 
freeway dri ‘ 

The fact that some drivers have very 
few accidents might compel them to 
think that they would not be involved 
in this second saving. 


actual savings of paid drivers such as 
truck, bus and taxicab drivers. ‘Their 
savings was in real cash. However, his 
basis for the amount of saving of the 
passenger car was an arbitrary eight- 
tenths of a cent per vehicle mile. When 
we realize that the average number of 
passengers is 1.7 per car, we can see 
that this reducés to a half-cent per per- 
son per mile. 

Professor Moyer estimated the 
average saving per vehicle mile for all 
vehicles and found that the time saving 
would allow another one and one-half 
cents per average vehicle mile on free- 
ways over major streets. 


Big Gains in Time 


Let us see what would happen in the 
case of an average driver in the St. 
Louis area. Suppose he lives near Lind- 
bergh boulevard on the Mark Twain 
Expressway. With the expressway in 
place it would require him about 23 min- 
utes to reach the central business dis- 
trict. However, if he now used either 
Natural Bridge road or St. Charles Rock 
road it would require about 43 minutes 
for him to travel this distance. The dis- 
tance is about 15 miles. 

At one and one-half cents per mile 
this would mean 22% cents for one way 
and for both ways it would be evaluat- 
ed at a saving of 45 cents. 

The saving in time would be 20 min- 
utes each way or a total of 40 minutes. 
If there were two passengers in the car, 
the cost to each would be just under 
25 cents. per day for a saving of 40 
minutes per day. 

Do you think you would be willing to 
pay 25 cents to have the opportunity to 
stay home 40 minutes extra each day— 
to play golf, to work on your hobby, 
even to relax? 

All told then, we have a total of four 
cents per mile saving on freeways over 
major streets. It is estimated that the 
average vehicle owner in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area travels some 6500 
miles on all metropolitan streets. If 
the three expressways as suggested in 
the Elliott report were in place, approx- 
imately one-third of this driving would 
be done on them. Let’s say 2000 miles 
per year on expressways. 


Cash Down the Drain 


At four cents per mile this means a 
saving of $80 per year for the average 
owner of motor vehicles in St. Louis, a 
very sizable amount. Even deducting 
the evaluated time saving we would still 
have a cash saving of $50 per year. 

There are more than 350,000 motor 
vehicles registered in the Missouri part 
of the metropolitan area of St. Louis. 
At $80 per year each, this would mean 
an average saving in the area of $28.- 
000,000 annually. Think of it, this an- 
nual waste is going down the drain with 
no reasonably early attempt at salvage. 


The three expressways as estimated - 


in the Elliott report would cost $160.- 
000,000. Therefore, in six years we 
could save the equivalent of the cost of 
ese expressways if they were avail- 
able to us. But unless we do some- 
thing, we will probably be paying for 
expressways we do not have from now 
‘til kingdom come.

Useful Russian Studies 


VORKUTA, by Joseph Scholmer. (Henry Holt, 304

Czar Nicholas I vetoed plans for an 
exile colony at Vorkuta, above the 
Arctic Circle, as it was “too much to 
demand of any man to live there.” 
Today, 225,000 unwilling workers—and 
12,000 guards—mine there an estimated 
twelfth of Soviet coal production. The 
harsh and hopeless living conditions at 
Vorkuta are described with humanity 
by Joseph Scholmer, a 41-year-old Ger- 
man doctor and onetime Communist. 

His narrative style is worthy of Defoe, 
but is wisely limited to personal obser- 
vations. He was released in 1954, after 
serving three years of a 25-year sen- 
tence for “espionage,” as part of a re- 
patriation of Germans, which the author 
believes was a gesture by Beria to the 
West. 

Highlight of the book is an account 
of a strike by some 10,000 Vorkuta 
miners, the first open revolt in Russia 
since the 1921 Kronstadt rebellion. 

' Carried out without 

benefit of such 
techniques as the 
sitdown strike, this 
strike nonetheless 
shook the economic 
foundations of Rus- 
sia. It happened 
to follow by several 
weeks the June, 
1953, revolt of the 
East German work- 
ers. The author is 
dismayed that the 
United States did 
nothing to exploit 
this revolt. Al- 
though he believes 
the Russian people approve their basic 
economic system, they are ready to 
demand more individual liberty and 
are being crushed by the Kremlin pol- 
icy (since strengthened by Khrushchev) 
of sacrificing consumer goods for heavy 
industry. The West can do much more, 
he thinks, to stir up internal opposition 
in Russia. 

Yet, at possibly the most opportune 
time for revolt—the Nazi penetration 
to the outskirts of Moscow, October- 
December, 1941—the Muscovites did 
not revolt and apparently had no in- 
tention of doing so although highly 
indifferent to both the fate of the 
Soviet Government and the approach 
of the German Army (which had no 
agents in Moscow to exploit unrest). 
This is the conclusion of one of the 
two studies in Soviet controls by the 
Rand Corporation. 

The other study, by H. S. Dinerstein, 
deals with the Soviet peasant, who tra- 
ditionally resents authority but is sub- 
missive—a passive resister. His lot is 
made harder by unworkable bureau- 
cratic regulations, an unfair share of 
national income and lack of faith in 
the Soviet system of rewards, which 
are based on acreage instead of yield. 


These Rand studies are: based, in 
part, on interviews with Russian refu- 
gees. Dinerstein, forme with the 
OWI, displays a knowledge of Soviet 
psychology; the first six pages give 
an excellent boiling down of Soviet 
ideology. The foreword is by Philip 
E. Mosely, director of the Russian Re- 
search Institute at Columbia University.

EINSTEIN: 1S QUOTED 
ON HOPES FOR PEACE 


Said Conquest of Atom 
Would Mean Conquest of 
War, Prof. Pauling Relates. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

LOS ANGELES, May 13— 
Scientist Albert Einstein said 
shortly before his death that the 
conquest of an atom would turn 
out also to be the conquest of 
war, Prof. Linus Pauling of the 
California Institute of Tech- 
nology told an Einstein me- 
morial gathering here last night. 
Prof. Pauling, head of Cal- 
tech’s chemistry department and 
a Nobel prize winner in 1954, 
told of a visit he made to Ein- 
stein’s home in Princeton, N.J., 
last Nov. 16. He quoted Ein- 
stein, who fled Hitler’s Germany 
to find sanctuary in the United 
States, as saying also: 

“I have made one great mis- 
take—when I signed the letter 
to President Roosevelt recom- 
mending that atom bombs be 
made. But there was some justi- 
fication for it—the danger that 
the Germans might make them.” 

But, Prof, Pauling aaid, Ein- 

stein felt that the time had come 
when it was at last possible to 
solve the problems between na- 
tions in a rational way, because 
the discovery of the atom and 
hydrogen bombs would make 
peaceful adjustments of such 
differences a “must.” 
In discussing the world’s con- 
duct up to then on international 
affairs, Pauling related, Einstein 
quoted what Count Oxenstjerna 
of Sweden told his son about 300 
years ago. “You would be 
astonished to know with how lit- 
tle wisdom the world is gov- 
erned.” The count was chan- 
cellor of Sweden at the time. 

Pauling said their conversa- 
tion embraced the great danger 
to civilization of militarism and 
the hydrogen bomb, the diffi- 
culty of understanding foreign 
policy “and our failure to take 
positive action toward a future 
of peace rather than force.” 

Einstein stressed, he said, that 
the people of the world, in order 
to save the world, would have to 
learn how to get along with one 
another. 

“Einstein was as clearheaded 
when he thought about interna- 
tional affairs as when he thought 
about physics, and I trusted his 
judgment far more than I trust 


nations,” Prof. Pauling asserted. 

Pauling once was denied a 
United States passport to attend 
an international scientific gath- 
ering: When clearance finally 
was given he protested that it 
was then too late to attend.. This 
was before he was awarded the 
Nobel prize in chemistry. 

Other speakers at the memo- 
rial gathering last night included 
Lion Feuchtwanger, writer, and 
Rabbi Jacob Sonderling. The

Social insurance, health serv- 
ices and the guarariteed annual 
wage can partly protect man 
from the physical fears, but the 
man himself must avoid loss of 
purpose, he said. Perlis spoke 
to 84 graduates of a course on 
human-help resources sponsored 
by the St. Louis Industrial Union 
Council CIO’s community serv- 
ice committee.

SUARCER, U.S. SAYS 


Census Bureau Reports 
Trend Holds True in Cities 
and on Farm. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP) 
—The Census Bureau con- 
firmed today what every un- 
married woman knows: Men are 
getting scarcer. 

This was a side product of a 
bureau study of the increase in 
urban and rural civilian popu- 
lations from April 1950, when 
the last general census was 
taken, to April 1954. 

The study disclosed that both

in the cities and on the farm the 


number of men compared with |f 


the number of women declined. 


There are still more men than 
women on the farms, however, 
and fewer men than women in 
the cities. 


The bureau said that In this 
period a long-term trend to more 
rapid growth of city population 
than rural population was re- 
versed. In the four years, it 
said, the rural civilian popula- 
tion increased 6.3 per cent while 
population in the cities went up 
5.6 per cent, In the 1940-1950 
period city population increased 
about 20 per cent while rural 
population went up only 8 per 
cent. 


The reversa: after 1950, the 
bureau said, reflected the rapid 
growth of suburbs. 

In 1950 there were 9314 males 
for every 100 females in the 
cities, and this dropped off to 


jonly 91 males for every 
emales in the cities by 1954. 

But on the farm the ratio was 
nearly 104% males for every 
100 females in 1950 and 
drop to 102 males for every 
100 females by 1954. 

The Census Bureau said males

ASSALS TRUST SUIT 


Charges U.S. ‘Underlings’

NEW YORK, May 13 (AP)—

“This we felt not only unrea- 
sonable and unfair buf con- 
firmed the desire which has ex- 
isted in some Department of 
underlings for some 
years to haul the press into 
court.

“The suit is a premature waste

Satire Well Done 
~On TV Playhouse

@ ATIRE, as George Kaufman used to say, is what- 
4) Closes Saturday night, It’s a difficult business, 
satire, and it has to be extremely well done to 
come off at all, Gore Vidal's “Visit to a Small Planet” 
: on Goodyear Play- 
house Sunday night 
passed the test with 
great wit and style, 
though. 
In fact, a good 
many of Vidal's 
thrusts at our cur- 
rent American atti- 
tudes were so sharp 
and pungent that I'm 
a little surprised that 
it got on the air at 
all. ‘Visit to a Small 
Planet” is the story 
of a visitor from out- 
er space dropping in 
on a stuffy TV news 
commentator and his 
family. The visitor, 
marvelously played 
by that fine English 
actor Cyril Ritchard, 
is garbed in nine- 
teenth century costume under the mistaken assump- 
tion that he is arriving in 1860, which for some reason 
ig his favorite year. 
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RIGHT FROM THE OUTSET, Ritchard treats 
his unwilling hosts—the commentator, his wife, daugh- 
ter, daughter’s suitor, and eventually the United & 
States Army—much as Margaret Mead views a South 
Sea islander. In short, as savages. ‘““Everyone travels 
in space,” he tells them gaily. “But no one wants to 
visit you.” 

I know of no actor who can make condescension 
so charming as Ritchard. 

When he said: “None of my people would dream 
of invading you,” the earth and its people become 
a mighty unattractive place. It is Vidal’s conceit that 
the people from outer space, far from wanting to 
conquer the earth, can’t stay far enough away from 
it. His own interest, says Ritchard cheerily, is 
entirely eccentric. 

This gives him an opportunity to throw some 
mighty sharp barbs as some contemporary beliefs. 
When the Army starts quizzing the space visitor about 
whether he’s a spy, Ritchard remarks brightly: 
“Isn't that interesting—that wonderfully primitive 
assumption that every visitor is hostile.” 


x * * 


SATIRIC FANTASY of this sort is mighty hard 
to sustain on a single level throughout, and 1 won't 
pretend that Vidal managed it altogether successfully. 
There were moments when his sermon got a little 
ponderous. When the space visitor started to stir 
up a religious war to liven things—they didn’t have 
wars where he came from—lI began to fear that Vidal & 
had gone overboard. :

On Baking 
A Potato 


By Edith M. Barber 


¢¢ 97-1 SEEMS: as if anybody 
[eouia bake potatoes. All you 
have to do is to light the 
oven, scrub the potatoes and 
put them on the rack. And yet 
there are lots of poor baked po- 
tatoes found on the table.” 


There is a little more to bak- 
ing a potato than the above 
comment indicates. The oven 
must not be too hot nor too low. 
It should be medium hot, about 
400 degrees F. if your oven has 
a regulator. The test for “done- 
ness” must be individual for 
each potato. It will be ready to 
take out of the oven when it 
is soft when pressed with the 
aid of a towel. 


Then each potato must be 
broken open to let out the 
steam that will otherwise con- 
dense as the potato cools. This 
produces a sogginess. Unless you 
are ready to serve them at once, 
the potatoes should be wrapped 
in a towel to absorb the re- 
maining steam. 


Often a pat of butter is placed 
on top of the broken-open po- 
tato. It may also be sprinkled 
with paprika or with minced 
chives or parsley. If you like 
cheese, crumbled blue cheese 
may be used as a topping. If 
cheddar cheese is chosen, the 
potatoes may be put under the 
broiler heat just for a moment, 

If you like to eat the skin, 
it is a good idea to grease the 
potato lightly before baking. 
In this case it is usually better 
to choose those designed espe- 
cially for this purpose. The size 
should be medium but need not 
be large. The time of baking de- 
pends largely upon this, al- 
though the final test should be 
given before removal from the 
oven. 


Anyone should be able to pro- 

duce a good baked potato. 
Special Stuffed Potatoes. 

Choose large baking potatoes 
and bake until soft. Cut in half 
and remove pulp carefully. Put 
pulp through ricer. Add butter 
and hot milk and beat until 
fluffy. Add minced onion and 
minced pimiento or stuffed 
olives. Refill shells, dot with 
butter and bake in a hot oven 
(575 degrees F.) three to four 
minutes until lightly browned. 

Variation I. 

To the fluffy mashed potatoes 
stir in beaten egg yolk and fold 
in stiffly beaten egg white. 

Variation II. 

Add minced hard cooked eggs 
and grated cheese to the fluffy 
mashed potatoes. 

Variation III. 

Add minced chives to the 

fluffy mashed potatoes.

Latex Paints for Masonry Walls. 


S you may have found out 

for yourself, there are cer- 

tain hazards involved in the 
use of ordinary oil base outside 
paints on masonry house siding 
such as stucco, concrete block, 
brick and asbestos shingles. 


The trouble was that if the 
masonry were the least bit damp 
when the paint was applied or 
if it became damp after the 
paint was on, you had troubles. 
The troubles were caused by the 
action of the lime in the mason- 
~2 f upon the oils in the paint. 

e net effect was that the paint 
didn’t last for very long and 
soon looked pretty beat-up. 


That was pretty much the way 
things were until someone in- 
vented paints especially de- 
signed for masonry that would 
do a good job of covering, not 
lose their opaqueness when wet 
and would not be damaged by 
the lime or other chemicals in 
the masonry. 


An excellent type of paint for 
all masonry siding is one with a 
latex base. This type of paint 
is made by a good many nation- 
al manufacturers of exterior 
paints and is available at al- 


ts

most all paint and hardware 


stores. It can be applied to any 
surface that is clean, dry and 


free of efflorescence—the white * 


crust that sometimes appears on 
masonry. 


In the case of concrete that 
is powdery, the surface must be 
scrubbed down until it is firm. 
On previously painted surfaces, 
all loose paint and scale must 
be wire brushed off for any 
paint applied to such a surface 
will peel as the undercoat peels. 

Paints of this type can be ap- 
plied with brush or spray gun 
but, of course, in the case of 
spraying, the manufacturer will 
often recommend that the paint 
be thinned down somewhat.

NY healthy child has the 
impulse to create something 
beautiful.

Full of Sound and Fury, Signifying Nothing 


DON’T DOUBT that the brilliant director, Elia Kazan, 

could take a meeting of a ladies literary-social club and 

work it into something exciting dramatically. So his bril- 
lance in handling “ OF EDEN,” at the PAGEANT 
and RICHMOND THEATERS, is apt to be 
deceptive. The last fourth of John Stein- 
beck’s novel about two dynasties of farm 
families in California’s Salinas Valley, done 
into a script by Playwright Paul Osborn, 
has been made into a showy piece by Ka- 
zan, something that on the surface has 
been brushed with the deep power and 
surge of an O'Neill tragedy. But scrape off this dark pur- 
ple enamel and you find a rather tinny ware underneath. 

In this reworking of the Cain-Abel story, we have Ray- 
mond Massey as Adam Trask, a stern, just grower with a 
bee in his bonnet (in World War I days) of shipping lettuce 
in refrigerated cars, and two sons, Aron (Richard Davalos), 
elean-cut and upright with a faint smugness, and the rebel- 
lious Cal (James Dean), who thinks his Pa has rejected him 
and who Is therefore jealous of his brother. 

Mostly the camera is concentrated on Dean, the new 
young actor who is being hailed as another great. Cer- 
tainly it is an interesting performance, if your definition 
of that is something you can't ignore. The little Mr. Dean 
gives a No. 1 imitation of a Marlon Brando afflicted with 
St. Vitus dance. He mumbles incoherently most of the time, 
jitters about as is a swarm of ants had crawled under his 
shirt, looks half-witted and unhappy, and undoubtedly gives 
the effect of being a disturbed case. But that doesn’t put 
any clarity or meaning into his performance—it doesn’t 
explain the motivation of his queer character any more 
than does the script. Some may call this real acting, but 
I myself found Mr. Dean annoying. 


x * * 


We have Julie Harris bright and vivacious as Aron’s 
girl-friend, whom Cal desires and gradually approaches in 
his fumbling way. Her elan merely makes interesting, how- 
ever, a simple role, as far as what she is given to say is 
concerned. For sensitivity and depths of emotion, just an 
average girl. Massey does one of his towering patriarchs 
but it covers an essentially fustian character. Jo Van Fleet 
is Kate,-Adam’'s wife, who shot and wounded him long ago, 
then went off to become madame of a brothel in a neigh- 
boring town. 
sheer evil. Here she is just a hard, unpleasant, sour person 
of little meaning in terms of allusion. 

Making this in CinemaScope, Kazan has cleverly built 
up moods with the aid of photography, turning from the 
brightness and freshness of the vegetable farm to the robust 
hominess of small-town life, then delving his camera into 
dark and gloomy interiors as into the souls of his people. 
Some of the scenes offer excellent composition and surface 
tension, such as Cal, curious about his supposedly dead 
mother, worming his way with a desperate hang-dog air 
into her stronghold of vice and unearthing the ugly secret. 

But the details ring hollow, reflecting the faults of 
Steinbeck’s novel. The father, with pompous self-righteous- 
ness, rejects the $5000 Cal gives him to make up for losses 
on disastrous refrigerator car experiments, because Cal 
made the money speculating on grain in war-time. Cal 
gets drunk and maliciously reveals the awful family secret 
to Aron. The brother, a pacifist, runs off and joins the 
Army. Pa gets a stroke, and as he lays gasping in bed, 
supposedly resolves everything by muttering he wants Cal 
te take care of him. This should be powerful, but as an 
exposition of human hunger for love and the virtue of for- 
giveness, it left me curiously unmoved.

E HAVE here a cheery note 
W tor St. Louis women with 

housework blues. If you 
think life is tough, stick around 
and listen to the stories of Sis- 
ter Mary Celeste, S.S.M., who is 
responsible for laundering 4000 
sheets a week, and Mrs. Anne 
Vestal, who has to keep 814 
windows washed. And that’s just 
a small part of their work. 


Sister Celeste, director of St. 
Mary's Hospital Laundry and 
Linen Service, also has to see 
that towels, pillow cases, tray 
napkins, nurses’ and doctors’ 
uniforms and other linen needs 
—averaging a total of between 
32,000 and 37,000 pounds a week 
—are laundered on schedule and 
ready for use by patients and 
personnel. Mrs. Vestal, executive 
housekeeper at Jewish Hospital, 
in additional to supervising the 
window washing, must see that 


more than 800 rooms are 
cleaned every month; purchase 
housekeeping items ranging 


from needles to vacuum clean- 
ers, and direct the work of four 
painters, three elevator oper- 
ators, 31 maids and 10 house- 
men. 

Good housekeeping methods, 
such as are prescribed by Sister 
Celeste and Mrs. Vestal, have 
long been essential services in 
the nation’s hospitals, now cele- 
brating National Hospital Week. 

As administrator of St. Mary’s 
Hospital and Infirmary, Sister 
Celeste used to worry and fret 
when the clean linens and uni- 
forms didn’t arrive on time. But 
she got tired of the worry, s0 
when her term as administrator 
at the hospital ended, she sim- 
ply took over the laundry, lock, 
stock, dirty linens and head- 
aches. 

Now, with a remodeled build- 
ing and new, up-to-date washing 
and drying equipment, Sister 
Celeste and her staff do up a 
daily supply that would make a 
housewife blanch and faint away. 
She figures a total of 12 pounds 
of laundry per patient per day— 
and the headaches are down to a 
minimum. 

“When I first came to the 
laundry, three years ago,” she 
said, “I was afraid to answer the 
telephone. I knew someone at 
the other end of the line would 
be complaining. Now we even 
ask them to call. if they need 
more Unens in a hurry." 


the laundry is more than just 

scrubbing the dirt out. She 
does battle on the bacteria as 
well. 

In fact, she has made such a 
scientific study of institutional 
laundry work, with its chemical 
and bacteriological aspects, that 
she has encouraged three young- 
er nuns to enroll in the St. Louis 
University College of Commerce 
and Finance for degrees in busi- 
ness administration and special 
courses to qualify them for hos- 
pital laundry supervision. She 
is completing a book, “The In- 
stitutional Laundry as I See It,” 
and hopes some day to work out 
a college curriculum for a de- 
gree in this specialized field. 

No mere theorist, however, 
she's on hand early every morn- 
ing to make sure that the day's 
schedule is followed in minute 
degree. She mixes the soap her- 
self—after discovering that for- 
merly enough had been wasted 
to pay for a new piece of equip- 
ment—and conducts frequent 
tests to make sure the water is 
neither too acid nor too alkaline. 

Once each month, she sends 
in samples of laundered linens 
to an industry-wide lahoratory 
to be tested for loss of tensile 
strength, whiteness retention and 
removal of stains. 

“I was able to save 200 towels 
by having them analyzed,” she 
said. “Every day towels would 
come to us with stains that our 
own laboratory couldn't name. 
We wouldn't put them back in

so we sent them to be analyzed 
and found a solution to remove 
the spots.” 

In the three years since she 
took over the laundry, she has 
become known through the re- 
ligious order as an authority in 
that field and has been called 
to Madison, Wis., to establish 
a similar project at St. Mary's 
Hospital neers. 


é6 0O sear people think 
TS anyone can work in 
a laundry and contribute 
to production and quality,” she 
said. “But it takes a person 
with knowledge of the principles 
of bacteriology and chemistry as 
well as training in business pro- 
cedures to operate a laundry on 
an intelligent and_ efficient 
basis.” 

A daily census tells her how 
much linen probably will be 
needed and the head nurse of 
each floor makes out a daily 
requisition. On Saturdays and 


on the day before each holiday 
she distributes a double load so 
that there will be no chance of 
insufficient supplies when the 
laundry isn’t operating. 

One of the 25 employes col- 
lects the dirty laundry each 
morning and two girls, wearing 
special uniforms, gloves and 
masks to protect them from con- 
taminatien, work in the sorting 
room. s an extra precaution 
against bringing any soiled linen 
into the rooms where clean linen 
is being prepared for distribu- 
tion, the collection carts for used 
linen are painted with a bright 
red stripe. 

The washing and drying equip- 
ment are Sister Celeste’s special 
pride. Among the pieces are 
two automatic unloading wash- 
ers, a huge extractor, shake-out 
tumbler and fluffer and an au- 
tomatic sheet folder that can 
handle 600 sheets an hour and 
does the work of six people.

AUNDRY and linen service 
L soon will be added to the du- 

ties of Mrs. Vestal at Jewish 
Hospital. Already, the set-up 
there involves everything a 
housekeeper would have to cope 
with in a home—only multiplied 
a few hundred times. Building 
services and much of the main- 


- tenance also fall under her jur- 


isdiction. 


In addition to her housekeep- 
ing duties, she organized the 
first school for hospital execu- 
tive housekeepers at Jewish 
Hospital two years ago as a pilot 
study for the American Hospital 
Association. The current reha- 
bilitation and remodeling pro- 
gram has forced temporary sus- 
pension of the course, but at the 
same time it has added to her 
housework. 

Her department redecorated 
23 rooms in 37 days with newly- 
painted walls and furniture, new 
draperies and traverse rods. In 
her first 10 months in charge of 
the nurses’ residence, she su- 
pervised the making of 125 pairs 
of draperies. 

During the rehabilitation pro- 
gram she has been in charge of 
redesigning the interior, and re- 
sponsible for renovating and 
reupholstering all the furniture, 
mattresses and pillows. 

In her continuing research 
program, she took home a spe- 
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cial pillow and slept on it for 
eight months, to see if it lived 
up to expectations. It didn't, so 
she didn’t buy that type. 

Employes co-operate by try- 
ing out various kinds and sizes 
of soap. One found that the 
two-ounce bar of toilet soap 
lasted only one week. On the 
basis of an average patient stay 
of 6.8 days, that size seemed 
economical, but from a practical 
standpoint it didn’t work out as 
it frequently was lost or stolen, 
so the tiny bars were put back 
into use.

“With 22 work stations, that 
means We eliminate 66 miles of 
walking every day by using the 
cart,” she said. “It's designed to 
put the burden on wheels, not 
on feet and backs.”

Bridge

other things being equal, the 

strong hand of a partnershi 
should be the declarer’s Soni, 
with the weak hand on 
the table. Almost invariably, this 
poses more difficult problems 
for the defense, and in addition, 
of course, there is the factor of 
having the lead come up to 
strength. 

However, perhaps as proof 
that it is foolish and dangerous 
to generalize about anything in 
bridge, the following hand from 
the 1955 World Championship 
Team Match, between England 


and the United States, may point 
out quite a wry moral. 


In the room where the Ameri- 
can pair sat East-West, every- 
thing went off in routine fash- 
ion. South, West and North 
passed; East opened with one 
no-trump, and was “undisturbed” 
in that contract. South led the 
10 of spades; the defense and 
declarer’s play were normal, and 
the outcome was a one-trick de- 
feat of the contract—100 points 
to England. 

It does not seem that the deal 
could lend itself to any extraor- 
dinary happenings, but appear- 
ances are deceptive. In the 
other room, the English East 
opened the bidding with one 
diamond, West responded with 
one no-trump, and East raised 
to three no-trump. 

It goes without saying that this 
contract was no less reckless 
with West declarer than it would 
have been with East playing that 
role, but “something happened” 
that would have been virtually 
impossible if the West cards had 
been exposed as dummy. 

North opened the same suit, 
spades, that had been led at the 
other table. Dummy played low; 
South won with the queen and 
returned the spade 10. North 
covered declarer’s jack and the 
ace won; then declarer cashed 
the heart ace. The next play 
was the crusher: declarer (Adam 
Meredith, one of England's best 
and trickiest players) led the 
club jack from the table and 
put on his own king. 

North fell—shamefully. It is 
super-obvious that he should 
have ducked, if only as a meas- 
ure of garden-variety prudence, 
but he took the trick, and later 

declarer tried the desperation 
finesse of the club six to his own 
nine—earning 630 points.

EW people may have noticed 
F: little item in the newspa- 

pers the other day under a 
dateline from Washington. The 
Population Reference Bureau 
says that since 1900 the propor- 
tion of persons over 65 has 
doubled from 4 to 8 per cent. 
There also has been a steady 
increase in the proportion of 
women, particularly in the age 
groups above 20.

Links Disability, Delinquency 


Rehabilitation Official Tells of Needs 


By Mary Kimbrough 


F America can solve the prob- 

lem of physical disability, it 

will have gone a long way 
toward solving the problem of 
juvenile delinquency. 


This is the conviction of Miss. 


Mary Switzer, director of the 
Office of Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
who was in St. Louis this week 
to address the health and hospi- 
tal diviison of the Social Plan- 
ning Council, and a session of 
the Missouri Public Health As- 
sociation. 


“We can’t say that disability 
and delinquency are always con- 
nected, of course, but it is true 
in enough cases to indicate that 
if we can find the solution to 
one we will have made a giant 
a attack on the other,” she 
sa 


“Look at the stories of ju- 
venile delinquents. It’s interest 
ing to note how many have suf- 
fered from some physical ‘disa- 
bility. As individuals who dif- 

*fer from others becatise of their 
physical troubles, they often 
fall into a pattern of delin- 
quency.” 


On the other side of the coin, 
however, Miss Switzer pointed 
to the thousands of physically 
disabled who have risen above 
their difficulties to become out- 
standing personalities and 
stronger characters than they 
probably would have been had 
they been normal. 


“If Franklin D. Roosevelt 
hadn’t had polio, perhaps he 
never would have become Presi- 
dent,” she said. “But that bat- 
tle in his life helped him rise 
to his stature as a great man. 

“If Helen Keller hadn’t been

deaf, blind and dumb, 
she would have been 
dinary individual wi 
standing qualities. Yet, because 
of the tragedy in her life, she 
has become a modern saint. 

“A great number of our move- 
ment for good have been start- 
ed in order to alleviate the need 
of physically disabled persons. 
Much of the world’s progress 
has been built upon their pain 
and their heartache.” 

Formerly assistant to the As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury 
in charge of the Public Health 
Service, Miss Switzer has long 
been in the front line of the 
battle to integrate handicapped 
persons into the nation’s in- 
dustrial life. 

Gradually, she has seen the 
program on behalf of the physi- 
cally and mentally disabled per-

sons grow, along with a greater 


+» .. recognition by employers of 


their economic and productive 
value in the industrial world. 

“Necessity is a great breaker 
downer of prejudice,” she said. 
“During the war when industry 
needed workers so badly, handi- 
capped persons were employed 
and came through with flying 
colors. Many employers now 
realize what a tremendous work 
potential they represent. 

“Unless we put these people 
to work, we have done less than 
50 per cent of the job. We can't 
give a blind man a white cane 
or a man with faulty hearing a 
hearing aid and feel we have 
done what is needed. 

“Those people need jobs and 
to integrate them into our in- 
dustrial society is the important 
thing. However, with a backlog 
of from 2,000,000 to 4,000,000 
and another 250,000 needing 
help each year, we can’t seek 
jobs on a tailor-made basis. It 
must be a far wider program 


than that.” 


Miss Switzer sees the day 
coming when a disabled person 
will automatically move toward 
certain career fields and his 
school work will automatically 
be tailored to fit his particular 
needs 


“After all,” she said, “each 
of us is lacking in something. 
But those of us, for instance, 
who don’t know or comprehend 
mathematics just naturally avoid 
the fields of accountancy or 
bookkeeping where that apti- 
tude wéuld be essential. 

“That's the way we want it 
to be with the disabled. They 
can’t do certain kinds of work— 
just as the able-bodied person 
can’t do certain kinds of work. 
Both must seek and find their 
particular niche.”
